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Vhat about the future? Someone said, ‘‘all should 
/ interested in the future as we must spend the rest of

‘No longer should we in ISPE concern ourselves with 
fe past except for guidance. We can proceed only from 
here we are today. 

| Where are we? Approximately 2100 members are on 
ir state roster from a reservoir exceeding 10,000 pro- 
jective members. Some members are enthusiastic, others 
bprehensive, many apathetic. Sixteen chapters cover 
'e state. Less than this number are active. Ideas 
jound but time, money, and effort are needed. 

Where are we? At 72 years of age we are barely getting 
mrted. As part of NSPE with nearly 50,000 members 
fb are surrounded by more than 100 other engineering 
‘cieties, some friendly, some openly hostile, none per- 
irming completely the professional functions we pro- 
‘ote exclusively. 

‘Where are we? A doctor recently remarked, ‘‘about 
/e same place the medical profession was 50 years ago.”’ 
Thether we agree or not with this statement the evidence 
fems clear that today we are far behind the medics 
'om the economics and prestige standpoint. 

What about the future? It depends on you, you and 
du and others like you who must become members. 
/To quote from a colleague, ‘‘Gentlemen, we have a 
rofession to build. The benefits we enjoy today are the 
sults of the efforts of bygone engineers. If you dislike 
iis heritage, it is because many of those who preceded 
3 permitted an apathetic spirit to ‘govern their lives. By 
ie same token, future engineers will bless or berate our 
eneration in proportion to the heritage we leave them. 
Ye have a responsibility, each of us. I trust that the 
embers .. . will dispel this apathy and . . . contrib- 
te to the activities. ...’’ 

We must use our energies and our time efficiently if 
‘e are to raise the standards of our profession. We must 
aduce the time and effort spent on problems unrelated 
) professional advancement in order to devote more 
ffort to improving education, ethics, employment condi- 
ons, interprofessional relations, public relations and 
ther important matters. The public as well as the engi- 
eer must be made to realize that adequate compensation 
sa necessity for highest quality of professional service, 
nd we should be interested only in highest quality.

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73rd ANNUAL MEETING 


The Central Illinois Section was host April 11-12, for 
the 73rd Annual Meeting of the Illinois Society of Pro- 
fessional Engineers at the Hotel Orlando in Decatur. It 
was acclaimed as the largest and best convention ever 
held in Illinois. Some 333 men and 160 women were 
registered. Reportedly more important State Society 
business was transacted at this meeting than at any in 
recent history. 

The local press was pleased and surprised to learn 
that there was news of both local, state and national in- 
terest. The NSPE committee on Improved Professional 
Activities added a distinguished note to the ISPE con- 
vention by meeting with NSPE President Garvin Dyer 
in Decatur on April 12. This committee is composed of 
NSPE past presidents Bob Rhinehart, Sid Stolte, Alex 
VanPraag and Al Neff, Chairman. Morris Hooven, past 
president of the American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers is also a member. The committee has been studying 
the AIEE or Coover plan for professional unity and, 
especially, alteration of the registration requirement for 
NSPE membership. 

President Andrew W. Neureuther presided over the 
Board of Direction Meeting, Thursday morning on April 
10. Those who did not attend this meeting had their 
choice of field trips to Caterpillar Tractor Co., A. E. 
Staley Mfg. Co., or the Marvel Schebler Division of Borg 
Warner. 

Convention Chairman John Castle presided over the 
Thursday luncheon meeting. After Mayor Clarence 
Sablotny welcomed the conventioners to Decatur, the 
address was given by Allen Van Wyck, President of Ih- 
nois Power Co. He said that the future of the world 
hinges on the speedy development of low cost electricity 
from atomic energy. Van Wyck said, ‘‘Fuels such as 
gas, oil, and coal are being used at an ever increasing rate 
and these fuels should be conserved for production of 
synthetics. The estimated time of 10 to 15 years to make 
the cost of producing electrical energy from nuclear en- 
ergy can change overnight if research finds a way to con- 
vert heat energy from fusion directly into electricity.’’ 
Mr. Van Wyck related how private power companies are 
joining together to build the largest privately owned 
nuclear power plant in the United States. He stated that 
if private utilities did not assume these responsibilities, 
they would be faced with extinction due to government 
“control. 

The afternoon speaker was Allison C. Neff, Vice-Pres- 
ident, Armco Drainage & Metal Products, Inc. Mr. Neff, 
who has been president of NSPE, spoke on ‘‘ Professional 
Unity.’’ He discussed the AIEE plan for professional 
unity and the viewpoints of the various engineering so- 
cieties. Neff stated, ‘‘Engineers need a more powerful 
representation in legislative matters, but most engineer- 
ing societies do not take an active stand for fear of losing 
their tax-exempt status. Representing the engineers’ 
viewpoint is a natural role for NSPE to have, but at 
present they represent only a fraction of the engineers.”’ 


The functional section meetings for industry, priva 
practice, surveyors, education, and highways were hel 
during the remainder of the afternoon of April 10. 

A Get-Acquainted Cocktail Party donated by frienc 
of NSPE was enjoyed immensely by all, before a smorga: 
borg dinner. A packed ballroom enjoyed the entertau 
ment provided by the SPEBSQSA chorus and i 
Kounter Kords. 

Friday morning, President Neureuther presided j 
the Annual Meeting. Past President Royce E. Johnsa 
presented President-elect Frank Edwards and Vice Pre 
ident-elect Donald Magowan. The anual reports we 
presented by the officers and committee chairmen.

Frank Edwards presided over the President’s Lune:

We in engineerir 
are in a position to know something of the consequene 
and can see where such a course will ead in dange 
technical progress and military security.’ 

Alex Van Praag, Jr., past-president of NSPE, presidd 
over the afternoon session. The first speaker was R. } 
Harrison, Regional Engineer, U. S. Bureau of Publ: 
Roads, who spoke on the Federal highway program. F 
said that the road building program will get into hig 
gear this summer and that 3.7 billion dollars of constru 
tion contracts will be in force this year. This progra 
will employ 120,000 workers on job sites and anoth 
135,000 to produce equipment and materials. Harriso 
outlined the features of the interstate and federal a: 
programs. He said that engineering problems have be 
solved by use of electronic computers, photo aids, and F 
hiring consulting engineering firms. 

G. E. McCallum, Chief, Water Supply and Water Pc 
lution Control, U. S. Department of Health, Educatic 
and Welfare spoke on ‘‘The Federal Pollution Cont 
Program for Water Quality Conservation.’’ He sai 
that our explosive population growth, tremendous ind 
trial expansion and commercial use of nuclear energy hi 
caused a transition in the pollution control program fro 
waterborne diseases to non-living contaminants. ‘‘T 
primary emphasis,’’ he said, ‘‘has shifted from waté 
quantity management to water quality management. _ 
we are to have enough water in the future we must 
use our relatively fixed supply over and over again.’’ 

Dr. G. W. Swenson, Jr. Associate Professor of Electr 
cal Engineering and Astronomy, University of Illino

The procedure being followed for selection of a new 
executive secretary was outlined to the Board.
